ABOUT HUNGARY 


The leaders of the World Council of Churches, have is- : 


sued thie following statement: 


Christians throughout the world are profoundly. shocked 
and sorrow-stricken at the tragic reversal suffered by the 
Hungarian people, who had clearly asserted their desire for 
freedom and independence in national and church life. The 
officers of the Central Committee of the World Council of 
Churches call to the attention of the member churches the 
immediate relevance of certain statements in the Appeal to 
Churches and Governments adopted by thie) Evanston As- 
sembly. We refer particulaly to the claim that fear and 
suspicion cannot be replaced by respect and trust unless 
powerful nations remove the yoke which now prevents. 
other nations and peoples from freely determining their 
own government and form of society. We urge the mem- 
ber churches to continue to seek this objective. As also 
stated at Evanston, Christians must stand togeher with 
all who, in their struggle for freedom, suffer pain and 
trial. Our unity in this fellowship will remain unbroken 
whatiever happens and will also find expression in prayer 
for the people of Hungary in their hour of trial, and for 
their churches in their witness to our crucified and risen 
Lord.

Toward this end, plans were made 
to arrange joint meetings of boards, 
commissions and auxiliaries to clar- 
ify remaining problems and discuss 
future procedures. All these groups 
will be asked to report to the Joint 
Committee by next July 1. 

Fourteen sub-committees were ac- 
tivated, involving some seventy per- 
sons, to handle such matters as re- 
visions of union documents, Canadian 
affairs, inter-Lutheran relations, fi- 
nancial commitments, personnel, bud- 
get, incorporation, acquisition of head- 
quarters, publicity, model constitution 
for congregations and arranigements 
for the constituting convention, 

Possible revision of the present 
timetable for union was discussed by 
the committee in the light of the 
numierous recommiendations receivield 
from, the ‘conventions of the three 
‘bodies. It was agreed to delay final 
action on the timetablle until next 
July when, it was felt, thie committee 
would be better able to evaluate the 
progress of its work. 

Tentative dates for future meetings 
of the committee were set as follows: 
Jan. 24-25 at Columbus, O.; March 
21-22 at Minneapolis; May 16-17 at 
Chicago; July 10-11-12 at St. Olaf 
College, Northfield, Minn.; Oct. 2-3-4 
in Chicago; and Nov. 21-22 at Min- 
neapolis.

In Gene- 
sis, for example, the King James Ver- 
sion uses “even” twenlty-six times, 
of which twenty-one were cases of 
insertion without a corresponding He- 
ibnew word. The Revised Standard 
Version retains “even” only in 27:34, 
38 and 46:34. 

The use of “even” in the King Jamies 
New Testament is more restrained, and 
the cases of sheer insertion are not 
many. Yet the revised versions are miore 
cautious. I have had occasion to ex- 
amine this in the gospels of Matthew, 
Mark, and Luke and in 2 Corinthians 
and 1 Thessalonians. In these five 
books the King James Version uses 
“even” eighty-eight times, and the Re- 
vised Standard Version reduces this 
to twenty-seven. In 1 Thessalonians 
3:13 “God, even our Father” is now 
translated “our God and Father.”

_ First some general thoughts about our topic, and next 
specific ways in which such presentation of the. body as 
a living sacrifice may take place. 


Living Sacrifice 

Note the completeness of this service: “Present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy and acceptable to God.” 
“Here is complete decisive effort. Here is wholehearted- 
ness such as God asks of us when He says: “Thou shalt 
i love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, with all thy 
soul, with all thy mind, with all thy strength.” Here is 
service reaching a peak, a living sacrifice. This word 
has general application to all Christians, to all who 
know themselves as justified by faith in the Redeemer 
d Savior, Jesus Christ, and we would in this hour 
seek its application not only to our brother and fellow- 
laborer, the synodical president, but also to each one of 
us personally. 
_ We are to make living sacrifices of our bodies in 
~God’s work. By our bodies is meant all that they with 
- their gifts and capabilities possess. It is to be a living 
E "sacrifice. Our selfish selves are to be sacrificed in order 
that our selfless sellves might indeed serve in holy and ac- 
Eceptable manner. God asks for such a complete whole- 
hearted, wholesouled, and wholeminded service. 
§ There is such urgent profound reason for it. For we 
| are engaged in the most important work, God’s work, 
- the great work of rescue, of renewal in Christ Jesus. All 
t other work on earth fades into insignificance compared 
: to the labor in the Lord. Because of its vital and cru- 
cial character it demands our best. Yes, the urgency 
of it, the fact that it turns about the eternity of souls, 
calls upon us to present our bodies a living sacrifice, ho- 
ly and acceptable unto God. 


The living sacrifice finds further amplification as our 
text continues: “Do not be conformed to this world, but 
be ye transformed by the renewal of your mind, that 
you may prove what is the will of God, what is good 
and acceptable and perfect.” Here again is a decisive 
word calling upon you and me by the grace of God to 

stand against all the influences of the world which 
would pull us down into secularism, which would move 
us to let go in part of the spiritual renewing powers.

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A Trip to the Vere Mountains 
By Helen Margarett Jacobsen 


In the last decade there has been a rapid change in 
ll aspects of the life of the people of Nigeria. In the 
hurch we have also seen how it has not only been grow- 
ig in large numbers, but also developing through ex- 
perience. The aim has been a self-governing, self-support- 


_ have much for which to thank God. It is only by His 
BF Holy Spirit that it has been possible for it to come as far 
as it has. Our prayer is that He Who began the good 
work in it will bring it to completion—that the church 
ill continue to grow in knowledge and truth. 


But there are many yet who live in darkness, especial- 
ly in the eastern part of our field. Therefore, last March, 
our of us missionaries, Anna Kristiansen, Sigrid Frand- 
sen, Gurli Vibe Jensen and I, along with two of our 
African Christians, Wilberforce and Gayus, went for a 
week to such a tribe so that we could tell them the 
good news too. 

_ We chose to go to the Vere Mountains about 50 miles 
southeast of Numan. The people living there are some 
10 miles south of the provincial headquarters, Yola, but 
_ it was as if we had ‘been taken back in time to a prim- 
itive people living as they could have lived for centuries 
before the white man came. We had been advised by 
- the white Resident, to whom we had gone for permis- 
sion to visit the area, that we should be sure to have a 
messenger along to send for help in case there was 
trouble. The Resident would rather have him come than 
our heads! 


_ We reached Cholli, a village at the foot of the moun- 
tains. Tilon, an evangelist had lived there about two 
years. From there we visited neighboring villages and 
hamlets. Tilon had organized everything for us before 
we had come, and he sent us out as a sergeant com- 
mands his men. I spoke in a village about two miles a- 
‘way where Musa had been living as an evangelist al- 
most a year. There was a little group gathered and they 
listened attentively. They were interested in us, and 
we in them. They do not often, or ever, see white skin, 
and so they were attentive. When we had talked to 
_ them, they accompanied us a little way and thanked us 
_ for coming. We turned back to Cholli as the sun was 
about to set.
